How the Minimum Wage Works. 
The system has been in effect for 


no less than sixteen years in Australia 
and w^h ever increasing indorsement 
from both employers and workers. 


Victoria adopted the plan in 1896 


At first it applied only to five "sweat- 
ed" trades—boot-making, baking anc 
the manufacture of clothing, under- 
wear and furniture. 
By 1910 virtu- 


ally all trades had come under its 
operation 
The report of a competent 


observer, in the Journal of Political 
Economy says 


"The extensions have usually taken 


place at the request or with the will- 
ing acquiesence of the employers in 
a trade as well as of the wage earners. 


'Experience as well as theory seems 


that as compared with no regulation 
of wages, or with leaving th* employ- 
:r to deal Individually with each op- 
erative, the legal minimum wage must 
tend actually to increase the produc- 
tivity of the industry. 
Under a legal 


minimum wage there is secured what 
under perfectly fiee competition is 
not secured—not only a constant se- 
lection of the most efficient, but also 
a positive stimulus to the whole class 
to become more and more efficient, 


"It tends steadily ,to drive business 


into those establishments which are 
most favorably situated, best equip 
ped and managed with the greatest 
ability, anfc to eliminate the incompe- 
tent or old fashioned employer. 
It 


in no way Increases the amount of 
maintenance which has to be provided 
by the community, in one form or an- 
other, for persons Incapable of pro- 
ducing their own keep." 


It was humanitarian feeling which 


prompted the first move in Victoria 
All the other states in the common 
wealth have now adopted the mini- 
mum wage, and applied It to vlrtua'- 
ly all the industries therein.—Phila- 
delphia North American.

In effect the affairs of Day- 
ton during the process of rebuilding 
and renovation will be administered 
by a commission form of government. 


The work of cleaning up is proceed- 


ing rapidly. The great need now is 
money with which to put the city in 
shape to defy any pestilence and to 
give those who lost their homes and 
all their personal effects in the flood 
a chance to get on their feet again. 


Have Enough Food Now. 


Supplies had been contributed in 


such generous measure that Mr. Pat- 
terson announcos that the relief com- 
mittee has at its disposal all the food 
and clothing needed to meet the loss 
of the flood sufferers in Dayton. 


"Money, hosvcver," he said, "is ur- 


gently required for putting our city 
in a condition to prevent the outbreak 
of serious disease and to rehabilitate 
the thousands, many ol whom lost 
their homes entirely and all of whom 
lost their household and personal ef- 
rects." 


Force Sightseers to Work. 


The task of clearing away the debris, 


the slime and th» mud left by the 
flood in Dayton is proceeding with 
great expedition. The soldiers are 
aiding with shovels and axes, gangs of 
laborers are busy everywhere, while 
men who venture into the devastated 
district merely to look on are being 
impressed into sen ice by squads of 
soldiers and are forced to aid in 
cleaning up the city.

Curious Swiss Building Law. 


A peculiar building regulation is in 


force in most parts of Switzerland. It 
is required that before the erection of 


new building, frames or 
screeds 


must be erected to mark out the shape 
of the building in profile as well as in 
plan. In practice this amounts to 
erecting at each angle of the build- 
ing a pole or mast with a projecting 
triangular frame attached to it at 
the cornice level to indicate the height 
and projection of the cornice. 
The purpose of the rule apparently 


is to bring out, 
struction, the architectual relations of 
the building to adjoining structures 
and to the district in which it lies, 
both for aiding the municipal authori- 
ties in passing upon the plans from 
the architectual view point and giving 
the neighboring owners an oppor- 
tunity to Judge of the effect of the pro- 
posed new building upon .their Inter- 
ests.

Electric Ijlght for Farms. 


It is estimated that thoro are at least 


two mlllloh 'gasoline and oil engines 
on tho farms In this country at the 
present day and this number is be 
ing added to..at tho-rate of 500,000 
annually. 
The average slxe of these 


engines Is about seven horse power. 
, A groat many farmers who have al- 
ready installed engines for power pur- 
poses would also -llko' to have electric 
lights for tho house -and farm build- 
ings and other electrical .'.conveniences 
but do not know how to.go about It 
to secure tho necoHuary apparatus. 


Tho necessary auxiliary apparatus 


consists of a small electric generator 
a storage battery and the necessary 
wiring and lamps. • 


An electric generator largo enough 


to operate thirty of the new type of 
metal filament Mazda-lamps can-bo 
bought-very reasonably and the nee 
osaary wiring can bo done by the far 
mor himself If he Is handy with tools 
or a competent electrician -will do 
the work for a nominal sum. 
The 


goriorator is .belted to the gas engine 
and run until the storage battery is 
charged; then: it Is stopped and not 
started up'again until necessary. Gen 
orally, two or throe short runs dur- 
ing tho week will bo sufficient, and 
oven loss whore only a few lamps are 
used at a time. 


Of course'it will bo necessary to 


obtain the correct speed ratio between 
tho engine and the generator 
but 


this Is easily figured out.. A few hours 
talk with an electrician while ,ho op- 
erates tho system will be sufficient to 
teach anyone all that Is necessary to 
know about operating such an electric 
power plant. • A lighting system 
this kind will last for years and will 
supply all the electricity necessary 
for lighting the home, tho yards-and 
tho barn buildings,

Dr. Nathaniel Bowditch, the famous 


•mathematician, made four voyages in 
tbe ships of his merchant friend, Mr. 
Derby of Salem. 
Although 
Doctor 


Bewditeh knew little about 
actual 


•eamanship, writes Mr. R. E. Peabody 
In "Merchant Ventures of Old Salem," 
tie was one of the world's greatest 


authorities on navigation. At sea he 
used to instruct the crew in naviga- 
tion, until all hands, even down to 
the cook, understood the art. Rev. 
Alexander Young, in his memorial dis- 
course on Bowditch, tells an amusing 
incident of the voyage of the Astrea 
II. to the Philippines. 


"At Manila, a 
Scotchman named 


Murray asked Captain Prince how he 
contrived to keep his course, in the 
face of the northeast monsoon, by 
mere dead reckoning, without the use 
of lunars. It was a common notion at 


that time among British, seamen that 
the Americans did not know how to 
work luuar observations. 


"Captain Prince told Mr. Murray 


that he had a crew of twelve men, 
every one of whom could take and 
work a lunar observation as well, for 
all practical purposes, as 
old 
Sir 


Isaac Newton himself. 
Murray was 


perfectly astounded at this, and actu- 
ally went down to the landing place 
one Sunday morning to see this know- 
ing crew come ashore. 
Doctor Bow- 


ditch was present at this conversa- 


tion, and as Captain Prince says, sat 
'as modest as a maid,' said not a word, 
but held his slate 
pencil 
In 
his 


mouth." 


To quote again from Mr. Young: 


"Captain Prince says that one day 
the supercargo said to him, 'Com*, 
captain, let us go forward and s** 
what the sailors are talking about 
under the lee of the long-boat.' They 
went forward accordingly, 
and the 


captain was surprised to 
find 
the 


sailors, instead of spinning their lone 
yarns, earnestly engaged with book, 


slate and pencil, and discussing the 
high matters of tangents and secants, 
altitude, dip and refraction.

them in particular

out to the other, "Well, Jack, what 
have you got?' 


"'I've got the ilne,' was the an- 


•wer. 


'"But that ain't right,' said the

Schedule* With the ' Actual 


Facts *f Industrial and 


Commercial Life, 


Washington, April 8. — President 


Wilson's menage, read today to the 
senate and house at the beginning of 
the extra session, was a brief, point- 
ed document setting forth In general 
terms what congress is expected to do 
in the matter of tariff revision. The 
message was a* follows: 
To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives: 
I have called the congress together 


in extraordinary session because a 
duty was laid upon the party now in 
power at the recent elections which it 
ought to perform promptly, in order 
that the burden can-led by the people 
under existing law may be lightened 
OB soon as possible and In order, also, 
that the business interests of tbe 
country may not be kept too long In 
suspense as to what the fiscal changes 
are to be to which they will be re- 
quired to adjust themselves. It IB clear 
to the whole country that tho tariff 
duties must be altered. They must 
be changed to meet the radical altera- 
tion in the conditions of our ecnomic 
life which the country has witnessed 
within the last generation. 


While the whole faco and method of 


our Industrial and 
commercial • life 


were being changed beyond recognl 
tton the tariff 
schedules 
have re- 


mained what they were before the 
change began, or have moved In tbe 
direction they wore given when no 
large circumstance of our industrial 
development was what it Is today 
Our tuk is to square them with th< 
actual facts. The sooner that is done 
the sooner we shall escape from suf- 
fering from the facts and tbe sooner 
our men of business will be free to 
thrive by the law of nature (tbe na 
tore of free business) Instead of by 
tbe law of legislation and artificial ar- 
rangement. 


Business Not Normal. 


We bare teen tariff 
legislation 


wander very far afield In our day- 
very far Indeed from the field In which 
our prosperity might have had a nor- 
mal growth and stimulation. No on* 
wbo looks the facts squarely in the 
face or knows anything tbat 'lies be 
neath the surface of action can fall to 
perceive the principles upon which 
recent tariff 
legislation baa 
been 


based. We long ago paused bcyonc 
tbe modest notion of "protecting" the 
industries of the country and moved 
boldly forward to tbe Idea tbat they 
were entitled to tbe direct patronage 
of the government For a long time— 
a time so long that the men now active 
In public policy hardly remember tbe 
conditions that preceded it—we have 
sought in our tariff schedules to give 
each group of manufacturers or pro 
ducers wbat they themselves though 
that 
they 
needed 
In 
order 
to 


maintain 
a 
practically 
exclusive 


market as against tbe rest of the 
world. Consciously or unconsciously 
we have built up a set of privileges 
and exemptions from competition be- 
hind which It was easy by any, even 
the crudest, forms of combination to 
organize monopoly; until at last noth- 
jng is normal, nothing is obliged to 
stand the tesjs of efficiency and econ- 
omy, in our world of big business, but 
everything thrives by concerted ar- 
rangement. 
Only new principles of 


action will save us from a final hard 
crystallization of monopoly and 
complete loss of the influences that 
quicken enterprise atid keep Indc 
pendent energy alive. 


It is plain wbat those JVrinciples 


must be. We must abolish everything 
tbat bears even the semblance of prlv 
ilege or of any kind of artificial ad- 
vantage, and put our business men 
and producers under the stimulation 
of a constant necessity to be efficient, 
economical, and enterprising, masters 
of 
competitive 
supremacy, 
bolter 


workers and merchants than any in 
the world. Aside from the duties laid 
upon article* which we do not, and 
probably cannot, produce, thernforo, 
and the duties laid upon luxuries and 
merely for the sake of the revenues 
they yield, the object of the tariff du 
lies henceforth laid must be effective 
competition, the whetting of Amcrl 
can wits by contest with tbe wits of 
the rest of the world,

dn "Merchant Ventures of Old Salem," 
9;ie was one of the world's greatest 


authorities on navigation. At sea he 
used to Instruct the crew In naviga- 
tion, until all hands, even down to 
the cook, understood the art.

Alexander Young, in his -memorial dis- 
course on Bowditch, tells an amusing 
incident of tho voyage of the Astrea 
II. to the Philippines.

Murray asked Captain Prince how he 
contrived to keep his ;course, In tho 
face of the northeast monsoon, by 
mere dead reckoning, without the use 
of lunars.

There are still 
the billions of wealth and still the in- 
terlocking directorates, still the vast 
and intricate machinery at the con- 
templation of which the world was 
Inspired with a vague terror and a 
definite sense of danger; but what will 
become of them now that the master 
hand is removed ? 


It would be useless to utter any- 


thing but unvarnished truth of the 
estimation In which the world has held 
the New York banker. 
There has 


been nothing In his long and astonish- 
ing career to inspire a feeling higher 
than respect for the ability which suc- 
ceeds. 
Admiration may accompany 


achievement, but of love, kindness, es- 
teem—any of the 
sentiments 
with 


which affection endows its object, no 
public word ever has been heard. 


The 
world 
would 
instinctively 


breathe 
easier with the 
conviction 


that the death of Morgan means the 
emancipation from what it has vague- 
ly termed the money power. 
It wil 


believe It has such a meaning. It wil 
believe that no single grasp can take 
up the power concentered in him and 
that to dissipate it will be to weaken 
it. So the world will wait with eager 
concern for the developments. 


It is incredible that a man with the 


foresight and executive skill of Mor- 
gan has not exercised his powers in 
preparation for the event which elec- 
trifies the world this morning. 
His 


age and failing physical powers have 
forewarned him of the inevitable and 
there is no doubting his realization of 
the responsibilities he must pass along 
Without question he 
has provided 


such means as appeared best to him 
for the conduct of the authority he 
has abdicated, has 
disposed of 
his 


great fortune and unrivaled acquis 
tlons of art Injures and ;n<icie such 
deposition of hit, afeirs as i;is kcer 
Judgment and hn I nbt»J skill pr -mp 
ted.

the goods. No goods so sent may be 
examined until the charges on 
the 


package have been paid. No packagi 
can be returned after delivery. This 
new branch of the parcel post service 
will undoubtedly increase the business 
and it is estimated by some that i 
will in time entirely do away with the 
express business in the United States.

Peed H»y and Silage to Cows In

much hay and silage as they will eat, 
8 th» opinion of Prof. O. C. Hum- 
jhrey of the College of Agriculture 
if the University of Wisconsin.

men: 


'Spring pasture has a stimulating 


effect on milk and butter fat produc-

ire fed than where pasture alone con- 
stitutes the feed.

spring pasture with hay and silage 
n such quantities as cattle will eat. 
josses in live weight which occur dur- 
ng the spring pasture season have to 
be made up later and usually at the 
expense of production and the inter- 
ests of the owner. 


"During a period of nine years It 


has been noted that on the average 87 
per cent of the cows of the university 
dairy herd decreased In body weight 
during the two weeks following the 
Ime they were turned to pasture. The 
amount of shrinkage varied according 
to what the cows were fed in addition 
to pasture. 
During two 
respective 


years when hay and silage were not 
fed In addition to pasture, a marked 
average shrinkage in weight of 61 
and 95 pounds was observed." 


Electric Light for Farms. 


It is estimated that there are at least 


,wo million gasoline and oil engines 
on the farms in this country at the 
present day and this number is be 
ng added to at the rate of 500,000 
annually. 
The average size of these 


engines is about seven horse power. 


A great many farmers who have al- 


ready installed engines for power pur- 
poses would also like to have electric 
Ights for the house and farm build- 
ngs and other electrical conveniences 
but Go not know how to go about it 
to secure the necesnary apparatus. 


The necessary auxiliary apparatus 


onsists of a small electric generator, 
a storage battery and the necessary 
wiring and lamps. 


An electric generator large enough 


to operate thirty of the new type of 
metal filament Mazda lamps can be 
bought very reasonably and the nec- 
essary wiring can be done by the far- 
mer himself if he is handy with tools 
or a competent electrician will do 
the work for a nominal sum. 
The 


generator Is belted to the gas engine 
and run until the storage battery is 
charged; then it is stopped and not 
started up'again until necessary. Gen- 
erally, two or three short runs dur- 
ing the week will be sufficient, and 
even less where only a few lamps are 
used at a time. 


Of course It will be necessary to 


obtain the correct speed ratio between 
the engine and the generator 
but 


this is easily figured out. A few hours 
talk with an electrician while he op- 
erates the system will be sufficient to 
teach anyone all that is necessary to 
know about operating such an electric 
power plant. 
A lighting system of 


this kind will last for years and will 
supply all the electricity necessary 
for lighting the home, the yards and 
the barn buildings.

much hay. and silage as they will eat, 
is ,the opinion of Prof. O. C. Hum- 
phrey of the College of Agriculture 
of the University of "Wisconsin. 
He, 


gives -the following advice to daii-yr 
men: 
: 
•Spring pasture has a stimulating 


effect on milk and butter.fat produc- 
tion, and the amount of milk and but- 
ter fat is increased quite appreciably 
even though-a decrease In live weight 
may occur. This increase in produc- 
tion is'.greater where hay and silage 
are fed than where pasture alone.con- 
stitutes . the feed. 
"Where-,cows are 


withheld from, grass, until it becomes 
very good trey may .refuse :hay .and 
silage, but ordinarily it is believed. to 
be the best plan to supplement early 
spring pasture with hay. and. silage 
,n such quantities as cattle will eat. 
bosses in live weight which occur dur- 
ng the spring pasture season have to 
be made up later and usually at the 
expense of production ,and the inter- 
ests ot the owner.

It is estimated that there are at least 


two million gasoline and oil engines 
on the farms in this country at the 
present day and this number is be 
ng added to..at the rate of 500,000 
annually. .The .average size of these 
engines la about seven horse power. 


, A great many farmers who have al- 


ready installed engines for power pur- 
poses would also like to have electric 
Ights for the house and farm build- 
mgs and other electrical, conveniences 
:>ut do not know how to go about it 
to secure tho necesnary apparatus. 


The necessary auxiliary apparatus 


Consists oC a small electric generator, 
a storage battery and the necessary 
wiring and lamps. 


An electric generator largo enough 


to operate thirty of the new type of 
metal filament Mazda lamps can' be 
bought very reasonably and the nec- 
essary wiring can be done by the far- 
mer himself if he is handy with tools 
or a competent electrician -will do 
the work for a nominal sum. 
The 


gurierator is .belted to the gas engine 
and run until the storage battery is 
charged; then it is stopped and not 
started up'again until necessary. Gen 
orally, two or three short runs dur 
Ing the week will be sufficient, and 
even less where only a few lamps are 
used at a time. 


Of course 'It will be necessary to 


obtain the correct speed ratio between 
the engine and the generator 
but 


this Is easily figured out.. A few hours 
talk with an electrician while he op- 
erates the system wifl be sufficient to 
teach anyone all that is necessary to 
know about operating such an electric 
power plant. 
A lighting system of 


this kind will last for years and will 
supply all the electricity necessary 
for lighting the home, the yards • and 
the barn buildings.

The Poorest of All People. 


I have not known so poor a winter 


during the whole of my stay among 
the Eskimos (now 22 years), says a 
writer in the Christian Herald. While 
he coast is ice-bound, the days short, 
snowstorms frequent and the ther- 
moneter often 40 degrees below zero, 
it is not possible for the Eskimo to 
do much to secure a living. One way 
for the women to produce something 
was to cut holes through the sea ice, 
which reaches a thickness of six feet, 
and there they stood fishing for rock 
cod, 
most days securing only between 


five -and ten fish. The mission en- 
deavored to help, but poverty was so 
general that all resources were taxed 
to the utmost. 


An outsider has no idea of what 


poverty among the Eskimos means. 
At the best of times the wants of an 
Eskimo are few and his food consists 
of the coarsest of substances. 
Seal 


walrus and whale meat form a large 
part of their diet, and the blubber of 
these animals serves in the place of 
pork or butter. 


In China the famished Inhabitants 


subsisted on roots or some inferior 
vegetation, but here the 
vegetable 


kingdom has nothing to offer. 
The 


earth is frozen and deeply covered 
with snow and* ice; the birds have 
gone south and one might walk for 
miles without seeing a living crea 
ture. 
At the same time it is of in- 


terest to know even^these primitive 
people have for ages found ajkind of 
substitute for food somewhere. Along 
the beach, which is known to have 
plenty of seaweed, holes are cut thru 
the thick ice and the seaweed and 
mussels pulled up through the holes, 
and it is on record that the Eskimos 
have sustained life on this, one might 
say, refuse of the sea, during the long 
winter months. 


The Eskimo has no word for "God1 


in his language, and it has been fitly

Not only naturalists, but every one 


who has watched ants lias wondered 
how they flnd their way to and from 
their nests. A French naturalist, M. 


rrjetz, has been observing ants In 


Algeria and in a recent issue of La Na- 
ture he tells the results of his ob- 
servations. 


The ant, he says, in Its outward jour- 


ney, 
proceeds throughout in the di- 


rection Initially chosen; on Its return 
tue Insect places its body at the game 
angle and walks in the opposite di- 
rection. 
The body of the ant would 


therefor* act aa a kind of compass 
needle. 


If an ant ia daught at the nest and 


transported to a point some yards dis- 
tant, the inaect is quite incapable of 
finding its way back. 
It runs around 


on the ground until it 
accidentally 


comes across the entrance to the bur- 
row. 
The case is quite different If 


an ant is allowed to find its way to a 
distance unmolested. 
On leaving the 


nest it places itself in a certain direc- 
tion, and holds the same, no matter 
what obstacles it may nVeet with ea 
route, and no matter what side tracks 
it may occasionally strike in order to 
seize some article of food or of struc- 
tural value for its n*t. 


The return is effected directly, rap- 


idly and without hesitation, even if 
the ground covered has been swept In 
order to change its rellaf. The return 
is obviously determined completely by 
ths outward trip, aud an ant which 
baa lelt its nest on a voyage of ex- 
ploration flnds its way back just be- 
causa It has made the outward jour- 


ney.

uey proceeds throughout in the di- 
rection Initially chosen; on its return 
tiie insect places its body at the same 
angle and walks In the opposite di- 
rection.

FLOWERS IN THE HOUSEHOLD

more, four things are necessary. First,
